only within the last year and did not 
refer to events of the period known 
as the “red terror” of earlier days. 
“The governm ent of’ Russia is an 
oligarchy which wields almost abso­ 
lute power and has its own agents 
everywhere for strengthening its pow­ 
ers,” he said, "and for spreading 
its 
policy. Their agencies include the so- 
caleld union of com m unist youth, for 
boys and girls under 23 years, who 
participate In processions and plays of 
seemingly blasphemous nature. 
Be­ 
neath these .comes the so-called pio­ 
neers namely, children.”

Basketball is the common man's sport and visitors at Brainerd 
were amazed to see the numlx*r of adults, many grandfathers, at 
the various games.

T h ere may be great expenses in putting on the state tour­ 
nament in high school basketball play, but we cannot see why it 
should be necessary to charge one dollar admission. That comes 
near commercializing what may be considered simon pure ath­ 
letics. ' 
The field hous^ at the University of Minnesota belongs to all 
of us, for in some way or another, whether land owners or not, 
We all pay taxes in Minnesota and should share in benefits accru­ 
ing from the university and its departments. 
Basketball in high schools in Brainerd and the district has 
been put on a high plane by getting everybody interested in the 
sport and by keeping admission charges at a reasonable figure. 
Basketball is the common man's sport and visitors at Brainerd 
were amazed to see the number of adults, many grandfathers, at 
the various games. 
The Brainerd schedule of admissions, IO 
cents for grades, 25 cents for high school pupils and 50 cents for 
adults is unequalled anywhere else. It has contributed to popu­ 
larizing the sport. 
Compare that with the field house at the University where a 
flat dollar charge was made, a game attended by kids who hitch 
hiked from as far north as Moorhead to see the games. 
Basketball, a high school sport, can by no means be put in 
the class of college football which carries the financial load of a 
large university’s Sport program. 
We would like to see published a statement of receipts and 
disbursements of the state tournament so that one can gain a 
clear knowledge of why it is necessary to charge a dollar admis 
aion fee.

Why Worry About the Census 


B rainerd has shown a steady gain in population according 
to the figures of the 1900, 1910 and 1920 census. 
The gain has 
been approximately 1000 each decade. 
As a matter of civic pride it would not be conducive to fur­ 
thering that commendable spirit if the 1930 figures would reveal 
the fact that the city had slumped in population. True, if that ac­ 
tually happens, it would be an act of slovenly carelessness if the 
low figure were traceable to the fact that many people had neg­ 
lected to be in the census count. Such things can happen, for in­ 
stance, if people are out of town for a lengthy period during the 
census count and fail to get in communication with the census 
taker in their ward or neglect to answer their letters of'inquiry. 
As a matter of real concern, let us make it a business to aid 
the census taker in his work. When he calls, give him all the in­ 
formation he requires. He asks only the questions carried on his 
iorms. The Brainerd Dispatch has published all the general ques­ 
tions. 
Let’s all be counted and thus assist to give Brainerd the popu­ 
lation figures that are rightfully her’s and which will be given 
permanence in the census statistics and which are quoted in thou­ 
sands of ways in business transactions, in political as well as 
business and economic life.

Time Chicks Are Born. 


Sturt feeding tlie mush mixture to 
chick** when they are 30 to 4S hours 
old and allow constant access to it 
until they reach maturity, says tin 
Sew York state college of agricul­ 
ture. 
Provide plenty of feeding sp,ace 
and feed in such amounts that fresh 
mash can he fed twice daily. 
Tile mash mixture recommended by 
the college contains 45 pounds of ye! 
low corn meal, IO pounds of wheat 
bran, 15 pounds of flour wheat mid 
dlings, 10 pounds of fine ground heavy 
oats, 2 pounds of steamed hone meal. 
Vi pound of salt, IO pounds o f meat 
scrap, 50*55 per cent protein, and ic 
pounds of dried skim milk or butter 
milk. 
If fine ground heavy oats can 
not he obtained, yellow corn meal ma,\ 
he substituted for the oats. 
The dried 
milk may he omitted from the mas!, 
when Ihjuid or condensed milk prod 
ucts are used. 
When the chicks are eight weeks 
old, begin feeding the grain mixture 
composed of Go pounds of cracked 
yellow corn and 40 pounds of wheat 
in hoppers. 
Keep It. constantly bo 
fore the chicks. 
They should not eat 
as much scratch grain by weight us 
mash until three months old. 
Restrict 
the amount of grain if necessary to 
make them eft! more mash. 
Fine grit may l*e given from the 
start. 
Provide oyster shells jilter tin 
chicks are four months of age or when 
they begin to show evidence of reach 
log maturity. 
When sunshine enters

Loans Limited to $1,000. Personnel of 
Local Com m ittee 
Given

The A gricultural Credit Corporation 
of Minneapolis, which has financed 
purchases of livestock for more than 
12,000 northwest farm ers during the 
past six years, will continue its opera­ 
tions in 1930. The corporation has fin­ 
anced the purchase of over 326,000 
sheep and 26,000 head of dairy and 
beef cattle since its program, was 
inaugurated in 1924. 
In announcing the plans for con­ 
tinuing the financing operations for 
promotion of more and better live­ 
stock in the northw est states, th 
m anagem ent of the corporation point­ 
ed out that prices of dairy cows have 
dropped sharply, along with the recent 
declines in the price of butterfat. As 
result, dairy' anim als are relatively 
cheap and high grade cows can be 
purchased in the southeastern Min­ 
nesota and in W isconsin for $100 to 
$125, while good two-year old hellers 
are available at $75 to $90 each. 
‘The price of butterfat is rising 
gradually while plenty of good dairy 
anim als still can be bought at very 
reasonable figures,” the Agricultural 
Credit Corporation says. 
“The farm er 
with foresight now can dispose of his 
boarder cows’ and replace them with 
better animals, which will yield in­ 
creased profits. 
Through the selec­ 
tion of better producing cows, the 
farm er can m aintain or increase his 
gross income while lowering his feed 
and labor costs by reducing the num­ 
ber of animals in his herd." 
The corporation this year will con­ 
tinue the form er arrangem ents for 
financing livestock purchases and wili 
consider applications from northwest 
farm ers interested in more and bet­ 
ter cattle or sheep. The 
purchuie 
money is advanced with interest at 61 - 
per cent annually and the loan is pay­ 
able in three years, at thp rate of 30 
per cent during the first year, 3fT per 
cent in the second and 40 per cent in 
tho third. Loans are limited to $1,000 
to any one individual 
Buyers may 
m ake their purchases from farm ers or 
dairymen in-their own commonities or 
districts, if the quality of the local 
anim als is satisfactory.

Of the three principal vitamines for 
chicks, vitamine A *s found abundant­ 
ly In such foods as yellow corn, green 
vegetables, cod liver oil and milk. Lack 
of this vitam in e In the diet will retard 
and stunt growth arid will lower re 
Kist a nee to disease. 
Vitamine 
P. which maintains (lie 
health of the nervous system is found 


Iii the outside covering of cereals, i n 
green vegetables, and in milk. 
A lack 
of this vitamine affects the organs of 
digestion and reproduction, and the 
nervous system. 
Vitamine D, or the anti rickets vit­ 
amine, hardens the bones of growing 
.chicks and prevents leg weakness. To 
prevent rickets feed cod liver oil or 
eggs or allow the chicks to run out in 
the sunlight every day. 
Sunshine has 
the same effect on chicks as does vit­ 
amine I) In their food. 
Window glass 
filters out the valuable rays of sun 
light so cod liver oil must be fed when 
the windows are kept closed or even 
when the chicks are outside, if the 
weal her is cloudy the greater part of 
the time. 
Feed one-half pin! of cod 
liver oil to each IOO pounds of grain 
and mash. 
Unrefined cod liver oil 
from a reliable company is just as 
efficient as refined oil and is much 
cheaper. 
1 
Cod liver oil tends to lose its value 
when exposed to the air, so mix fresh 
lots of mash every week or two. Mix 
the cod liver oil in a small amount of 
bran or mash with tile hands and then 
odd this to the main pile and shovel 
the pile over several Hines until It is 
evenly distributed. 
It is usually ad­ 
visable to feed cod liver oil during 
the first ten weeks of spring rearing. 
Cod liver oil should he stored in a 
cool dark place in closed containers. 


“Voice*” of Snake* 
No snake has a voice In the gener­ 
ally accepted sense of that term as 
applied to animals and human beings, 
says an article In Pathfinder Maga­ 
zine. 
Naturalists do not credit the 
reports of snakes I hat bleat like a 
deer, purr like a cat. cough like a 
monkey, or make other vocal sounds. 
Rome species of snakes, such as the 
boa constrictors, pythons and the lit­ 
tle American puffing adders, are able 
to make a hissing noise, which Is pro- 
dimed by the air rushing from the 
throat when the lungs are inflated. 
Tiiis, according to the Smithsonian in­ 
stitution, is the only “voice” possessed 
by snakes. Rattlesnakes make the rat­ 
tling noise by vibrating the tips of 
their tails.

Feed for Chicks to Be 
Raised for Broilers 
Chicks to he raised for broilers or 
roasters should be fed as other chicks 
are up to Hie time of finishing for 
their special purposes. What are called 
growing mashes and Hie usually fed 
hard grain's are given 
to 
produce 
sturdy frames upon which fat may he 
deposited Intel in Hie finishing process. 
There are any number of formulas for 
these, all suitable and each preferred 
by some poultrynien. There are excel­ 
lent commercial mixtures arui forum 
las are given from time to time in 
these columns. 
Broilers are usually 
sold at from eight to twelve weeks of 
age and, during tho last ten days or 
two weeks of that time are penned up 
aud its! upon a special fattening ra 
Hon, of which cornmeal makes up the 
greater part. 
If milk in some form 
is added In liberal quantity to this ra­ 
tion, the quality of the product is im­ 
proved. 


Vitamine D Important 
for Egg Hatchability 
Birds that have access to direct sun­ 
light will generally produce eggs of 
greater hatchability than birds thai 
are deprived of this aid. Sunlight fur 
(fishes tile vitamine 1> which is impor­ 
tant. 
Experiment stations have not 
proved that cod liver oil is as effective 
as direct sunlight in providing this \it 
amine, hut as sunshine is not avail 
able at nil times, 
the 
majority of 
hatcheries require that the hatchery 
(locks receive cod liver oil in their 
ration. 
The addition of green alfalfa 
or clover hay Is also an aid in supply 
ing the vitamines needed. The use of 
glass substitutes on the hen houses 
will also aid in giving the liens out­ 
door 
conditions, 
even 
though 
tile 
weather may not be suitable. 


Avoid Cold Nests 
A cold nest with cold eggs will often 
cause a good hen to stop setting. 
Let 
her warm the nest first, then place 
under her, eggs that have stood in. a 
warm room for several hours. A piece 
of sod the size of the nest box and 
about four inches thick, turned grass 
side down, will hold the heat, and 
keep the moisture from leaving the 
eggs too rapidly when hens are set­ 
ting. 
Make a slight rounded hollow 
in Hie center of the dirt, then put in 
a layer of chaff or short straw. 


Don’t Feed in Litter 
D. C. Henderson, poultry extension 
specialist at South Dakota state col­ 
lege, says that since bacillary white 
diarrhea and coccidiosis can be spread 
only through the mouth and digestive 
tract of the chick, hopper feeding, as
